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World  sugar  exports  in  calendar  year  1963  amounted  to  nearly  19  million 
tons  (short  tons,  raw  value),  down  over  one  million  tons  from  1962  levels. 
The  1963  exports,  while  about  13  percent  below  the  record  shipments  of  1961, 
exceeded  the  1955-59  average  by  about  15  percent.   North  America  was  the 
only  continent  to  show  a  marked  decline  in  exports  in  19^3 •  Exports  from 
East  Europe  also  registered  a  decline,  mainly  because  of  smaller  shipments 
from  Poland. 

Cuban  exports  declined  for  the  second  straight  year,  amounting  to  only  3*9 
million  tons  in  19^3^  compared  with  5*7  million  in  1962  and  7*1  million 
tons  in  1961.  Thus  the  decline  in  world  trade  for  1963  reflects  lower 
shipments  from  Cuba  because  of  reduced  crops  since  the  bumper  196O-6I 
harvest.   Cuban  shipments  to  Communist  Bloc  dropped  to  2.3^  million  tons 
in  1963  from  k.2   million  tons  in  1962.   Shipments  from  Cuba  to  the  Free 
World  of  1.5^  million  were  at  about  the  same  level  as  the  previous  year. 

On  a  continent  basis,  North  America  is  still  by  far  the  largest  exporter 
of  sugar  but  South  America,  on  a  net  export  basis,  was  the  leader  in  1963* 
followed  closely  by  Oceania.  African  exports  exceeded  imports  in  19&3  by 
h"J   percent,  whereas  they  had  been  about  equal  for  several  years.   Because 
of  the  large  imports  by  the  United  Kingdom,  Europe  remains  the  largest  net 
importer.

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The  United  States  accounted  for  about  2k   percent  of  world  sugar  imports 
in  1963«   The  Philippines  was  the  largest  supplier  followed,  in  order, 
by  the  Dominican  Republic,  Brazil,  Peru,  Mexico,  and  Argentina.   The 
United  States  has  imported  no  sugar  from  Cuba  since  i960.   Canada  and 
Chile  are  the  only  other  two  countries  of  the  Western  Hemisphere  importing 
significant  quantities  of  sugar. 

The  USSR  imported  only  1,255*200  tons  of  sugar  in  1963,  down  5^  percent 
from  1962  levels.   From  i960  to  I962,  USSR  imports  were  at  a  much  higher 
level  than  previously  and  almost  entirely  from  Cuba.   Following  the  United 
States,  the  United  Kingdom  was  again  the  second  largest  world  importer  in 
1963*  regaining  this  position  which  it  had  lost  to  the  USSR  in  1962. 
Imports  into  Europe  increased  substantially  in  1963  because  of  the  small 
crop  of  1962-63.   Exports  from  USSR,  at  1  million  tons  in  I963*  were 
almost  equal  to  imports. 

Japan  is  by  far  the  largest  sugar  importer  in  Asia.   Ranking  second  is 
Mainland  China.   Imports  into  China  in  I963*  however,  dropped  to  564,000 
tons  from  1,034,000  tons  in  I962  and  1,690,000  tons  in  1961.   Practically 
all  the  imports  into  China  in  both  1962  and  1963  were  supplied  by  Cuba. 

The  rate  of  increase  in  world  consumption  of  sugar  was  reduced  in  1963 
and  the  first  half  of  1964.   However,  consumption  is  expected  to  be  at  a 
higher  level  in  the  second  half.   Present  indications  are  that  total  world 
exports  in  1964  will  be  about  5  percent  below  1963- 
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
